tion Not to Be Announced Until 
After the Convocation of Parlia- 
ment—Russian Government's Gam» 
In the Far East ' 


St. Petersburg, May 2. T Absolute 


confirmation "of the reported retire- 
ment of Premier Witte, which has 
been the sole topic of conversation in 
political circles, in still lacking; but 
in St. Petersburg only a few skeptics 
express doubt that the once powerful 
premier has surrendered the reins. 
Count Witte himself is'as silent as the 
ephinx on this subject. He balked by 
his grim reticence an attempt to draw 
him out, this attempt having been 
made by a caller to whom he had fre- 
quently given hie confidence. 


A strong Intimation was given that 


the acceptance of Count Wltte's resig- 
nation will not be announced until af- 
ter the convocation of the national 
parliament, and the plausible theory 
was advanced by people at court that 
Count Witte's dismissal is not a move 
in the derectioa of reaction, but really 
IB due to the desire on ths part of 
Emperor Nicholas to put himself in 
line with the result of the elections, 
and that his purpose is to reorganize 
the cabinet to meet the new condi- 
tions by the inclusion of. some Consti- 
tutional Democratic ministers, though 
the leadership of the ministry will 
rest in the hands of a man of the em- 
peror's own choice. Though this sug- 
gestion is a novel one, certain straws 
tend to show that it is not at all im- 
possible.

Russia's Latest Game. 


St. Petersburg, May 2.—Further In- 


timations that Russia is playing a 
deep game in the far east is given in 
a circular sent by the censors to all 
newspapers and periodicals forbidding 
the publication of any news, with re- 
gard to the demobilization of the army 
and movements of troops in Manchu- 
ria and the reorganization of the mili- 
tary establishment in Siberia and the 
far east. It Is generally supposed the 
circular was incited by "the publication 
of the news of a halt in withdrawing 
the Russian army away from Manchu- 
ria and the dispatch of the Novitski 
expedition to Mongolia', which, though 
supposed to be general-staff secrets, 
was published even1 In official papers, 
and is likely to seriously - embarrass 
Minister Pokotiloff's negotiations at 
Peking.

Cleveland, 0, May 2—There is no 


risible change in the marine situation 
Caustd by the strike of longshoremen 
and allied bodies, which has resulted 
In m tie-up of lake freight carrying. 
Partially unloaded boats are tied up 
at the docks, and these, it is stated, 
will be left untouched for the present 
at least. The suspension of work by 
the tugmea necessitated warping a 
number of boats up the Cuyahoga 
rlv»r. At one of the principal lake 
carrying concerns it was stated that 
the employment of nonunion labor lor 
unloading the partially unloaded boat* 
is not now contemplated, as it is b» 
lieved such a step would cause trou- 
ble. 
Vesselmen express the opinion 


that the controversy will be settled 
within a ,week or 10 days. Members 
of the longshoremen's union said there 
was nothing new in the situation, and 
no probability of a change of front on 
their part. 


Only two licensed tugs are in com- 


mission at the harbor here, and work 
at docks was practically suspended. 
The going out of the licensed tugmen 
was upon the ground that if they con- 
tinued to work they would have to 
carry nonunion mates, and this they 
declined to do. 


Along the docks in this city several 


thousand men were idle, while out in 
the breakwater a dozen or more of big 
ore and coal carriers were at anchor 
with not less than 1,000,000 tons of 
cargo which could not be unloaded. 
All the tugboats in the harbor with 
the exception of two "wildcats" were 
tied up at th« docks. Advices received 
from all lower lake points indicated 
that similar conditions prevail, and 
that the tie-up is most complete.

favor of strict observance of the Sab- 
bath in the abolition of all amuse- 
ments and business on that day was 
voiced at a meeting attended by 200 
persons from various parts of the
